548, 508, 289. The report, covering 
the year ended October 31, was re 
leased this week by Dan Purcell, B 
of M manager at Raymond, 

The .bank’s paid-up capital, which 
for many yeard stood at $86,000,000 
is now shown at $43,927,912, following 
the recent offering of new B of M 
stock, while the rest account stands 
at $87,855,824. When the new issue 
of stock is completed. the figures will 
reach $45,000,000 and $90,000,000, re- 
spectively - a total in shareholders’ 
funds, exclusive of undivided profits, 
of $135,000,000 the highest figure for 
any of the chartered banks, 

Beyond this important increase in 
the bank's capital position, the most 
notable change in the balance-sheet 
figures is the very substantial en- 
largement of $132 million in deposits, 
which stand at $2,365 million. com- 
pared with $2,226 million a year ago. 

Strong Liquid Position 

The bank's traditionally strong 
liquid position is seen in increases 
which have occurred in the holdings 
of government and other securities, 
Dow totalling $1,170 million, as com- 
pared with $982 million in 1953, These 
holdings comprise the large part of 
the banks liquid resources totalling 
$1.694,056,090, which equal 70.17% of 
the bank’s public liabilities. 

“Commercial and other loans” are 
up from $787 million to $794 million 
while call loams at $97 million com 
pare with $70 million a year ago, A 
new item in the statement this year 
is “Mortgages and hypothecs insured 
under the National Housing Act, 1954 
at $10,880,652. 

Increase In Earnings 
The statement of earnings shows 
that, after provision was made for 
income taxes of $6.925,000, net profits 
amounted to $7,344,274, compared with, 
$7,042,676 in 1953. 

Dividend payments to shareholders 
were $5,436,395 - about a million and 
a half less than the bank's tax-bill - 
and represented the same rate of 
return as in 1953. '

Turn 1 (16-0z.) can roast beet 
hash into a bowl, Add 1 tsp. onion 
salt, 3 tbsp. dried skim milk and 
mix. Stir in % c. water, and 2 tbsp. 
minced fresh parsley or 1 tbsp. 
flakes. Oil an 8-in. square baking 
utensil. Spoon in the hash; press 
down lightly. Dot with 1 tbsp. 
butter or margarine. 

Bake 30 min. or until well- 
browned, in a moderate oven, 375° 
F. Serve from the baking dish; or 
cut in squares, arrange on a plat- 
ter, and serve with ketchup. 

Corn Kernel Casserole 

In a saucepan combine 1 c. fine 
stale enriched bread crumbs, 2 tbsp. 
butter or margarine, 3 c. heated 
fresh or reconstituted dried skim 
milk, and 1 (1-lb.) can drained 
canned corn kernels, or the con- 
tents 1 (10- or 12-0z.) pkg. frozen 
corn kernels). Add 2 tbsp. each 
minced canned pimientos and green 
pepper. Heat to scalding point. Add 
1 tbsp. salt and % tsp. pepper. 
Beat 2 eggs light; add 2 tbsp. milk 
and stir into the corn mixture. 

Transfer to a buttered or mar- 
garined 3-pt. casserole. Stand this 
in a pan; surround to half the depth 
of the casserole with boiling water; 
cover and bake 45 min. at 375° F.
